Spanish Frontier) — March 29. — 
International brigades of the Span­ 
ish government army moved to the 
front today to check the insurgent. 
sweep into Catalonia. 


The foreign fighters for the re­ 
public went into the trenches on 
tile eastern bank of the ('inca river 
to reinforce Spanish troops in their 
desperate stand to hold the rich 
northeastern corner of Spain. 
The insurgents, driving into this 
largest remaining sector of govern­ 
ment territory, were massed on the 
west bank of the river along a 60- 
mi Ic central front. 
(The government charged great 
numbers of 
Italian 
and 
German 
troops, planes and other ald sup­ 
port the insurgent offensive.) 
Franco Consolidates Forces 
The front follows the Clnca from 
Alqnevar through 
Rarhastro 
and 
Fraga, gateway to Catalonia, south­ 
ward to Mequlnenza, and parallels 
the Mediterranean coast, which is 
aihout IOO miles to the cast. 
Meeting his first, serious resist­ 
ance in the 20 days of his mass of­ 
fensive to end the 20-month civil 
war. Generalissimo Franco sought 
to consolidate insurgent forces in 
this sector for another push toward 
government Barcelona and the sea. 
The government resistance form­ 
ed suddenly on the flanks of Fran­ 
co’s army, after one column of 
Moors broke government defenses 
at Fraga Sunday, crossed the Clnca 
and threatened Lerida. key city on 
the main highway to Barcelona. 
The insurgent advance was de­ 
layed Monday, while the northern 
wing mopped up government re­ 
sistance around Bsrbastro and a 
southern 
segment pushed 
slowly 
down to Mequinenza. 
Bar bant ro is 38 miles northwest 
of Lerida and HO miles northwest 
of Barcelona. 
MeQuinenza Is 25 
miles southwest of Lerida and 98 
miles west of Barcelona.

One shot brought death to Dick­ 
ey. the other wounded his brother.

TERNAL vigilance is the price of liberty. An 
administration rebuffed last year when it sought 
an Increase of executive authority at the expense 
of the judiciary was not entitled to a vote of con­ 
fidence ibis yoar when It sought the same thing 
at the expense of the legislative branch. Vet by 
pressure methods, It has pushed Its executive re­ 
organization bill through the senate. 


The executive reorganization bill was the first 
major proposal of the third new deal in 1937. It 
k s s discussed casually, 
until 
the 
legislative at­ 
mosphere became surcharged after Introduction of 
the judicial reorganization bill, which Immediately 
precipitated sn Intense controversy. 


The executive reorganization bill was forgotten. 
When the administration was rebuffed by a senate 
vote to recommit the judicial proposal, the public 
ceased to be concerned with the Issue of an ex­ 
panding executive authority. It assumed that ques­ 
tion had been settled. 


The administration did not cease lo he concerned, 
however. Quietly. It laid plana to pass an executive 
reorganization 
bill. It attracted almost no atten­ 
tion; the public was indifferent. It 
w h s ouly after 
the strategy of victory by default of the opposition 
had reached a climax that the people began to pay 
attention to warnings. 


. Even then, due to the h ills complexity, it was 
Jiard to rally opposition to It. What wa® under­ 
w ood was that here was a proposal which had not 
been openly discussed and that discussion was es­ 
sential on so vital a proposal. The people were 
Skeptical; 
they lacked the confidence which the 
bill s advocates professed. 


They were not skeptical because of auy ques­ 
tion about the need for greater efficiency, but bo­ 
yaus© they doubted that greater efficiency at tho 
’possible expense of being able to control their gov­ 
ernm ent through congress was the 
hest way to 
protect their liberty. 
Unless that doubt can bo satistied, executive re­ 
organization. as proposed by the Roosevelt admin­ 
istration, should not be sanctioned. The house ot

epr^sentatives. which bad no chance to act on tho 
udicial bill last year, now has sn opportunity to 
prove Its mettle.

Roosevelt’s Stubbornness In Face 


Of Deepening Depression Will Cost 


Billions, Lose Millions Of Jobs

xx WASHINGTON. March 29 — Five year* ago, with 
* * 
magnificent courage! and resoluteness of pur­ 
pose, President Roosevelt gave the financial and 
business communities of the nation an invigorating 
hope that banished fear. Today, the same m an has 
aroused in the financial and business communities 
a fear amounting almost to terror and a d istrust 
which has broken down the morale of our whole 
economic machinery to such an extent that what 
was first, termed a "recession” now has deepened 
into a severe depression. 
So widespread is the loss of faith in Mr. Roose­ 
velt himself that it seems almost an incredible trag ­ 
edy. It is not cause for bitterness, but an occasion 
for genuine lament. Scarcely ever in history has a 
heroic figure stood before such a large section of his 
fellowmen in subsequent years as indecisive, w aver­ 
ing. and even, in some eyes, Indifferent to the suf­ 
fering of millions of bis countrymen. 
The newspaper dispatches from W arm Springs 
over the week-end told of Mr. Roosevelt's long dis­ 
tance telephone conversations with officials here, 
trying to find out why the stock m arket broke so 
badly on Saturday. The reason is not difficult to 
ascertain. Business and finance had hoped that, out 
of the many months of talk and exhortation, the 
President might come to see that when the adm inis­ 
tration and business do not work together there is 
stagnation. Emissaries of the President had been 
sent to New York from time to time to assure the 
financial folk that Mr. Roosevelt would be helpful, 
would be constructive, would really recognize the 
handicaps faced by business. 
But now It turns out that all these promises were 
just so much empty froth scattered on the surface of 
things to camouflage an inner coldness toward the 
serious problems confronting business itself. So far 
bas been the bewilderment of the business world 
gone that some of the extremists among our other­ 
wise intelligent business folks actually believe that 
Mr. Roosevelt wants things to get worse because he 
has some sinister purpose of grasping dictatorial 
powers when economic chaos comes. Such thoughts 
and suggestions are absurd, bur they illustrate the 
depth of the blues which have seized so many of our 
businessmen. 


I 
AST week capped the climax of the distrust 
which business had begun to feel. together with 
a sheer lack of hope that the administration would 
ever be ahln to sense the troubles of economic re­ 
cession. Three things happened: 
1. 
Notwithstanding the outcry against the un­ 
distributed surplus tax during the last year. Mr. 
Roosevelt ordered his lieutenants to appear before 
congress and demand a retention of this principle 
of taxation. 
2. 
Notwithstanding 
the 
fears 
of 
dictatorship 
aroused by Mr. Roosevelt's avowed attem pt to ’’pack” 
the Supreme Court of the United States and influ­ 
ence its decisions, the President put all the pressure 
of his administration behind the attempt to pass 
the co-called "reorganization" bill, believed by many 
of its critics to contain too much power for the 
executive. 
3. 
After having allowed businessmen to feel that 
the administration would cease it* hitter attacks on 
business as a whole, the President let loose, one of 
his characteristic tirades in a speech at Gainesville, 
Ga. 
Now. it so happens that the senate may eliminate 
the undistributed surplus tax—the finance commit­ 
tee of the senate has already done so—and it so 
happens also that there are many good things In the 
"reorganization”, bill, and that congress can rewrite 
it every two years when it passes appropriation 
bills. It also happens th at file Gainesville speech 
by itself contained no new threat of hostile legisla­ 
tion. 
Indeed, all three things can be excused and ex­ 
plained aw ay readily, if one projects such an expla­ 
nation on a background of trust and faith. But the 
fart th at Mr. Roosevelt mobilized a majority in the 
senate for the reorganization hill shook the fo u n d s 
tions of business, because it seemed as if this was 
hut a continuance of his arbitrary policy, reflected 
in the dismissal of so able and honest an official as 
Chsirman Morgan of the TVA. It was not the reor­ 
ganization bill, but the fact that a believer in one- 
man government like Franklin D. Roosevelt might 
adm inister it. which caused shivers to run up and 
down the financial and business backbone of the 
nation. 
Similarly, it was reasoned that, if Mr Roosevelt 
could get a majority for his reorganization bill by 
personal pressure and administration lobbying, he 
might be able to do the sam e with respect to over­ 
turning the senate finance committee's favorable con­ 
ception of tax revision. 


"P H E Georgia speech was the straw that bloke the 
* 
camel's back. It revealed to the financial world 
that Mr. Roosevelt had not abandoned his basic 
theory that the government can. for any purpose 
which he thinks benevolent, confiscate the property 
and the savings of the citizens and that the courts, 
the executive departm ents and commissions, and 
the congress itself can be moulded to hts will. 
These m anifestations of his underlying attitude have 
rendered unsafe tho investment of capital in enter­ 
prises for a profit. 
W hat Mr. Roosevelt has done— and I believe he 
has not done it intentionally— is to break down the 
spirit and the faith of the busint?s? and financial 
world in the actual safety of a citizen’s property and 
his savings. To strike down this bulwark of the 
whole economic system is to breed panic and fear 
of indescribably dangerous proportions 
Mr. Roosevelt has been importuned to lay aside 
his hymns of hate and his reforms that bleed an al­ 
ready badly bleeding patient. But, with a strange 
stubbornness which must be either defiance of what 
he thinks is a personal quarrel between himself 
and business or else sheer ignorance of w hat is 
going on in the country, the President of the United 
States has chosen a course which hostile critic* 
will call sabotage, but which in its essence is some­ 
thing else— a sincere belief In himself as the "m as­ 
ter m ind” of economic life. And to disprove his 
thesis, billions of dollars apparently now m ust be 
lost and millions of persons must lose Jobs. 
To persuade such a man. the people must assert 
their disagreement. This they can do directly by 
communicating with their representatives in con- 
gress now or by voting their dissent at the congres­ 
sional elections next November, when all the m em ­ 
ber* of the house of representatives are up for re­ 
election as are also one-third of the mem bers of the 
senate. That is really the only sure way out of the 
Roosevelt depression.

Line With Dictatorial Regimes Such As Exist In 


Italy, Germany-—Pow er Industry Seized

NEW YORK. March 29— The session of the Japanese diet just 
ended ha* greatly strengthened totalitarianism, th at is. brought the 
country closer into line with dictatorial governments such as exist in 
Italy and Germ any—both allies of Japan, incidentally. 
This m eans that tho dominant military party, which pursues terri­ 
torial expansion by forre describ­ 
ed 
by 
critics 
as 
feudal-minded, 
has been having a good run in the 
legislature. 
If. m eans 
that 
the democratic 
anti-niilifarist group in th© diet has 
sustained 
a 
decided 
setback, at 
least temporarily, a f t e r having 
made fair progress. This group op- 
poses wars of conquest and has 
fought 
the 
militarists' policy in 
China. 
The. session was a 
bitter but 
unequal battle between th© cabinet 
(that is. the government) and its 
opponents. 
The 
government 
pro­ 
posed 86 bills and Jammed through 
all but 
IO.

Japan s vast electric industry from 
private hands to the state. The 
army insisted on this as a war 
measure.

The Japanese people as a whole 
thus far have stood with the army- 
dominated government's policy of 
expansion in China.

So far as the 
Chino-Japaneso w ar is concerned, 
the public gets “proper guidance'’ 
from the military regime. 
The Nipponese ar© subscribing 
to what they believe to be a great 
cause. They a re saving unhappy 
China from Communism and from 
western m aterialism ; they are com­ 
batting an anti-Japanese sentim ent 
which goes with the Communism; 
they are preserving Oriental cul­ 
ture. 
The Japanese are credulous and 
they ar© idealistie.

So far as concerns Japan's eco­ 
nomic and financial position, I was 
chatting the other day with an 
expert on Japanese affairs, and 
questioned him on this point. He

“Far be it from us to say that 
any nation cannot carry on war 
these days without adequate re­ 
sources. It has been done, thereby 
confounding the economists.”

Rut such trea t­ 
m en t is of little value in severe 
ra se s w here a strong opiate may 
he required. In some types of shin­

of

paraffin is often used with bene­ 
fit. 
Your doctor will advise w hether 
o r not you should have this trea t­ 
m ent.

To Recent Ruling

C O LU M BU S, March 29. — The 
Ohio Golf association fell in line 
today with recent, rulings of the 
United States Golf association and 
adopted the new modified stymie 
and 
14-club 
regulations for the 
35th Ohio Amateur championship 
tourney at the Scioto Country club 
the week of June 20. 
Through its action the Ohio group 
reiterated its decision of a year 
ago to adopt all U. S. G. A. rulings 
for tournaments played tinder the 
jurisdiction of the state body. Since 
the Ohio Amateur was launched in 
1904, the stymie has been permit­ 
ted under the rules. 
The new stymie regulation, adopt­ 
ed by the U. S. G. A. for 1938 tour­ 
naments "as a trial only,” decrees: 
They Stymie Regulation 
"W hen the halls lie within six 
inches of each other on tile putting 
green, or when the nearer ball lies 
within six inches of the hole (the 
distance in both eases to tie meas­ 
ured from the nearest point) the 
hall lying nearer lite hole may. at 
the option of either the player or 
the opponent, he lifted until the 
other hall is played, and the lifted 
ball shall then he replaced as near 
as possible to the plate where it 
lay. 
lf either hall he accidentally 
moved in complying with this rule. 
no penalty shall he incurred and 
the ball so moved shall he replac­ 
ed.” 
C. W . Howard of Akron, secretary 
of the ohio group, said the new 
stymie 
rule 
would 
sjieed 
match 
play in 
the 
tournament "where 
there are frequently disputes over 
stymies," and do away with much 
of the ‘‘ill will that frequently re­ 
sults from the necessity of playing 
the stymie.” 
The 14-club limitation has been 
operative since the first of 
the 
year, only one amateur having been 
ousted from a tournament because 
of failure to abide by it. 
Previous­ 
ly there was no regulation on the 
number of clubs that might be car­ 
ried.
